REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No^ 5,941,161 to Kimura et al. The improvement comprises an 
integral piston with a first generally planar support web internal to and integral with a first C 
shaped side wall, extending axially between the intermediate support disk and the foot 
perpendicular to the intermediate support disk, and, a second generally planar support web 
internal to and integral with a second C shaped side wall, extending axially between the 
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intermediate support disk and the head perpendicular to the intermediate support disk for the 
purposes of minimizing mass within the limitations of the method of manufacture.
